The limited power which the United States 
bave in organizing the militia may be urged 
as an argument againtt their right to raife re. 
gular troops-in the mode propofed: If-any 
argument could be drawn trom that circum. 
Rance, 1! fhould fuppofe that it would be in 
favor of ‘an oppofite conclufion. “The power 
of the United States over the militia has been 
limited, and that for railing regular armies 
granted without limitation. There was, 
doubdefs, fome object in this arrangement. 
The fair inference feems to be, that it was 
made on great confideration; that the limit” 
ation in the firft inftance was intentional, the 
confequence of the unqualified grant of the 
fecond. 

But it is faid that by drawing the men from 
the miiitia fervice into the regular army, and 
putting them under regular officers, you vie 
olate a p'incipie of the contitution which pro- 
vides that the militia {hall be commanded by - 
their own officers. If this was the fa& the 
conclufion wowid follow. But it is not ‘he 
fac. The men are not drawn from the mie 
litia, but from the popu‘a ion of the countrys 
when they enlik voiuntarily, it is not as mi- 
titia men thatthey aét, but as cituzense If 
they are drafted it muk be in the fare fenfe, 
In both inftances they are enro!le:, in the mi- 
litia corps, but that, as is prelumed, cannot 
prevent the voluntary act in the one inftance, 
dr the compulfive in the other, ‘The. whole 
population of the United States within certain

In propofing a draft as one of the modes 
of railing men in cafe of actual neceffi y, in 
the prefent great emergency of the country, 
I have thought it my duty io examine fuch 
objections to it as occurred, particular:y thofe 
of a conftituticnal n- a.

Should it appear that this mode of raifing 
recruits was jultly objectionable on account 
of the tax on property, from difficulties which

li is impcflible to ftate with mathematical 
accuracy, the number. which will be raed 
by the ratio of 4 to 100 or 1 to-25, nor is it 
neceflary. Itis probable that it wil] be rae 
ther more than fufficient to fill the prefent 
corps. The extra number, in that cafe, may 
form a part of the local force in contempla- 
tion, a power to that effect being piven to the 
prefident.

No radical change in the prefgnt military 
eftablifhment is propofes. Should any mo- 
dification be fonnd neceffary, on further cone 
fideration, it will form the fubje&.of a fepar= 
ate communication, It it thught advifable 
in general to preferve the corps-in their pres 
fent form, and to fil them with new recruits. 
in the manner hated, All thefe carps have, 
already feen fervice, and. many of them acs 
quired in aétive fcenes much experience and 
ufeful knowledge.

b ackade by a combined {quadron of Engiith 
and Swedith fhips. Although the Peacock’s 
fuccels has not been fo great as we had fan- 
‘guinely expected; it is a pleafing refleGion, ` 
that our difappointment has-been occafioned 
by the uncommonly fevere weather, (with 
conftant gales from fouth-welt to north-eaf, 
which we experienced, from the time of fri... 
king foundings in the Irith Channel, until 
we left the Shetland Ifles, and which had the 
double eff_&, of keeping in all their trade, & 
compelling us to be conftantly beating off a 
lee fhore.— We were four days between cape 
Clear and Waterford, in which time we made 
but three captures, the laft of which, as the 
was of little value, we madea cartèl of. On 
the north-wefl coaft of Ireland we met with 
but very little better fuccefs, as the-bad wea“ 
the: ftill continued, From Shetlands we ran

From the Aurora. 

The Britifh demand ‘more than one third 
of the diftrié of Maine, the whole of the 
Michigan territory and more than one third 
of the Rate of Ohio; the whole of the coun.

They demand a relinguifhment of the right 
to fifh on the Grand Bank ¢ and in the 
gulph of St. Lawrence. 
~ By the federal conititution, the United 
States guaranteed to every tare in the union, 
arepublican form of gavernment—(fedt. 4: 
“art. 4)—-and may admit new {tates into the 
union, (iest. 3)—It is confequently out of 
the power of the United. States, to cede any 
partion of any ftate to any foreign potentate, 
and thus deftroy-her fovereignty, and change 
the form of her governazent. 

. &.Bipulation not to pyrahafe fram the En- 
@ians their lands, would be of very ferious 
confequences. 

A {tipulation not to maintain or conftrud 
any armed veffels on the lakes, or the conti- 
guvus rivers, wuld aJmit the Brith claim 
to: an exclusive fovereignty over them; and 
open the Uuj*ed States to the invafion of the 
favages-on the N. W., frontier, under Britith 
influence, at all umes.

. da, and by having the undivided military 

occupation of the lakes, Ontario, in the fate 

of New York, and Erie, in the ftate of Penn- 
fyivania, overwhelm the N. W. frontier, 
with her troops; red and black allies. The 
` policy, therefore, of preventing this is obvi- 
ous, and for us to facilitate Britifh influence 
and intercourfe with the Indian contiguous 
tribes, isruinous to America. It is by arm- 
itg, dividing and corrupting the Sepoys in 

India fhe acquired and perpetuates her do- 

rhinion there, and it is by corrupting the In- 

dians and blacks fhe hopes to fucceed bere, 

&s to the practice of inipreff:nent, that is fet- 

tled by the law which forbids the employing 

of foreign feamen, (the policy of which I 

thay be permitted to queftion:) after the war, 

fo far as to render it probable, that an ar— 
rangement is practicable; yet Britain by ña- 
tute naturalizes ali foreign itamen who have 
ferved'two years in-her.navy, or married an 

Saegith woman.

which United America will never {ubmit to, 
but with the lofs of her freedom.
